house within a hundred ‘miles of here.” 

Those remote little stations that we 
all have passed from time to time on 
a long trip, and probably commented 
similarly about, are the outposts of 
the railroad. Isolated and, to the un- 
informed, without apparent reason for 
their being, they serve.a very vital 
purpose in the operation of the line. 
They are telegraph offices, through 
which the dispatchers handle the 
movement of traffic. They are water- 
ing points where the pumper lives in 
semi-solitude to insure that the ex- 
gines may be provided with water for 
the boilers when they come panting 
thirstily in. Or, they may be section 
headquarters, where a few families 
live, far from so-called civilization, in 
order that the tracks may be kept in 
perfect condition for the trains to 
hurry over with their precious car- 
goes of human beings. 

On the San Joaquin Division there 
is such a stretch of territory. It is 
that part of the Hine between Bakers- 
field and Tehachapi,’ and operates 
through and over the Tehachapi 
Mountains. The distance between the 
two points is a short forty-eight 
miles, and after the train leaves 
Bakersfield it climbs an elevation of 
8553. feet, passes through .eighteen 
tunnels, crosses Tehachapi. Creek 
seven times, runs once in a-complete 
circle and, if it is long enough, passes 
over itself on the famous “loop,” by 
means of a tunnel; corkscrews its way 
through: the ‘canyonsand winds’ and 
‘twists through” the -mountains ‘before

The travelers who bemoan the hard 
lot of those outpost dwellers as they 
speed by on the train might as well 
save their sympathy, It isn’t needed. 
The dwellers on “the hill,” in their 
own way, enjoy life just. as much, 
have more freedom and less worry 
than their sympathizers—and wouldn’t 
be much interested in living any other 
place. There are two places that. 
have a fascination which draws the 
wanderer .back again and again—the 
mountains and the desert. No one 
who has lived long enough in either 
to fall under its spell is long con- 
tented to remain in any other place. 
And a brief glance at the service of 
the railroad sentinels living on the 
hill proves conclusively that the 
mountains hold in complete abeyance 
those who fall beneath its spell. 


The Duke of Caliente 


Down at Caliente, where the real 
climbing begins, lives C. E, Mallacho- 
witz, the agent. Call him by his name 
and he probably wouldn’t know you 
were addressing him, for he is known 
all over the hill as “The Duke,” and 
rightly so. His demeanor is regal and 
his aspect judicial. In addition to ad- 
ministering the af- 
fairs of the Com- 
pany at Caliente, he 
is also the local 
dustice of the Peace, 
and dispenses justice 
in his little princi- 
pality, which num- 
bers probably fifty 
souls. The Duke of 
Caliente, with his 
charming wife, has 
been located there 
for the past seventeen years, and the 
balance of his railroad experience, 
which totals about thirteen years 
more, has been spent at various points 
on the hill, Would he like to live 
away from the mountains?

President Shoup Talks 
at Luncheon of 
Produce Men 


N the history of transportation, one 
of the most romantic phases is 

that involved in the transportation of 
perishable products from California 
vine and tree to the breakfast table 
of America, 

This was the keynote of an address 
by President Paul Shoup ata luncheon 
given in his honor by the Produce 
Dealers and Brokers Association of 
‘Los Angeles at the Jonathan Club, 
February 6. 

“California’s market would be very 
limited,” said Mr. Shoup, “were it not 
for the cooperation of the growers 
among themselves and with the trans- 
portation companies. Your industries 
play a large and increasing part in 
the transportation business of the 
west coust. 

““pwenty years ago, only seven or 
eight per cent of the Southern Pa- 
cifie’s revenue came from perishable 
products, while today such products 
contribute approximately one-third of 
our revenue-—-about $300,000,000, 

“Ip 1929, three hundred thousand 
cars of perishable products were 
shipped to the Hast. They traveled 
on passenger schedule and were given 
the right of way over everything ex- 
cept passenger trains. As a result, 
not only did they travel a longer dis- 
tance to the breakfast table than 
from any other part of the country, 
put arrived in perfect condition.” 

Discussing the cooperative efforts 
of Southern California producers of 
vegetables and fruits, which he said 
are largely responsible for the grow- 
ing prosperity of the Southland, Mr. 
Shoup declared the success of the 
growers means good business not 
only for the producers and transpor- 
tation companies, but also for the citi- 
zens of the entire commonwealth. 

“The great problem of today is not 
one of production, but of distribu- 
tion,” said Mr. Shoup. “Phere are 
millions of citizens who would be 
glad to buy more products of soil and 
factory if we could carry these prod- 
ucts to them and could sell them at a 
price which would-be consumers could 


afford. In this connection, the unem- 
ployment problem is one to be 
reckoned with, a problem which 


should be solved, and which, I believe, 
will be solved through cooperative 
leadership. 

“Phe ideal situation would be that 
in which every member of society 
would be employed at wages sufficient 
to allow them to purchase the good 
things which America so abundantly 
produces.” 

Echoing with emphasis the policy 
and plea of President .Hoover for 
greater cooperation of business and 
industry, Mr. Shoup voiced ‘the -hope 
that the anti-trust laws soon’ willbe 
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‘Mr. and Mrs. Calvin Coolidge greeting from the observation car of the “Argonaut” the hundreds of people, 
Including members of the official reception committee, news representatives, cameramen and railroad attaches 


who crowded the station platform when the train carrying the distinguished couple arrived at Los Angeles on 
February 17, All the way from New Orleans crowds ‘waited the arrival of the‘Argonaut”” hoping for a glimpse 


of the former president and his wife. Platform appearances were made at the larger cities an: 


many towns.

While declaring that the spirit of 
competition, when manifested in a 
legitimate manner, has a tendency to 
develop strong individuals and de- 
sirable leadership, Mr. Shoup also 
pointed to the dangers of inordinate 
individual activity and stressed the 
fact that cooperation, while to some 
extent selfish in origin, operates in 
harmony with economic principles and 
the general welfare of society.

They 
like the stir and the activity, A rail- 
road attracts them like a magnet, 
and all the orders in the world, or 
tragic examples will not keep them 
away from it. They must be edu- 
cated in a way that will be impressive 
and yet reasonable. Not a mere “you 
must not.” But how. could this be 
done? 

He pondered over it for several 
days, and finally one day like a flash 
the answer came. The Boy Scouts! 
Why could not railroad safety be 
made a part of their training?

“QV AFETY” ‘is a word very impor- 

tant to anyone, particularly to 
those connected with a railroad. This 
subject is not alone 
the concern of safety 
committeemen, but 
of every employe. It 
is impossible for any 
small group to carry 
on this work. You 
have only to keep 
your eyes open at 
all times and report 
anything, large or 
small, that might 
lead to loss of life 
or property. 

Naturally, in my 
duties as an in- 
spector, I have trained myself to 
notice defects, but anyone can do the 
same. In our everyday travels, there 
are any number of things we notice 
that are undoubtedly at fault and 
should be reported for correction, but 
we either pass them by as too small 
or we are too busy to report them. 
This is wrong. A note should be 
made at the time and report filed as 
soon as possible. 

The Company always welcomes 
suggestions from us, It is continually 
buying new and safer equipment and 
it is up to everyone of us to report 
smali faults for correction before 
they become large and dangerous. 

Everywhere we go we see caution 
signs, but some- 


pany ‘and other authorities..to” fur-

Many New Features in Portland Ticket Office 


ARKED by a lavish display 

M of floral tokens of good will 

sent by transportation com- 
panies and other business concerns of 
Portland, Southern Pacifie’s handsome 
new ticket office at Sixth and Wash- 
ington, in the heart of downtown 
Portland, was formally opened Febru- 
ary 7. Beautiful, modern, and effici- 
ent from every standpoint, the new 
office takes its place with the finest 
ticket offices on the Pacific Coast and 
stands as a shining tribute to the pro- 
gressiveness of J. A. Ormandy, pas- 
senger traffic manager, whose dream 
the new office was. . 

Several innovations are embodied 
in the office which are new, not only 
to Southern Pacific offices, but te 
ticket offices generally. Unique along 
this line is the counter which has been 
constructed in a way to permit a more 
personalized service between the ticket 
salesman and patron. Thirty feet 
long, 44 inches high, and 80 inches in 
depth, this counter contains tickets, 
dating equipment, telephones and 
filing cabinets for all travel informa- 
tion, leaving the top of the counter 
clean and unobstructed. This permits 
face-to-face dealing with the cus- 
tomer, as the ticket -salesman has 
everything “in front. of him -within 
easy reach and does not have to turn 
his ‘back. 

‘The counter’. contains a ° built-in 
ticket:case which can-be pulled out ‘on 
roller-bearing ‘slides. ‘The tickets: are 
arranged “horizontally on shelves 
which are staggered. back to a 45- 
degree angle so that each-row can be 
seen’ plainly. -Interline tickets are 
kept in neatly ‘arranged ‘drawers, be- 
low... Also, within the -counter,-are :a 
series of .art ‘metal filing cabinéts, -in 
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which all tariff circulars and similar 
material are filed in envelopes accord- 
ing to subject so that they are readily 
available. The same system is being 
applied to other information which 
the salesman should have at his finger 
tips. Files are being built up on air- 
plane service, national parks, sight- 
seeing trips at major cities, steam- 
ship service, and similar subjects, A 
master key to these files has been 
compiled so that the salesman can tell 
ata glance where to go for the ma- 
terial he desires. 

Beneath the counter top are three 
of the new type telephones, suspended 
from hooks, giving the salesman 
direct contact with the reservation de- 
partment at the general offices. Three 
telephone lines and six instruments 
serve the new quarters, 

The counter, office furniture, and all 
woodwork in the new office is made 
of American walnut. This is the first 
Southern Pacific office to be finished 
with this material..In harmony with 
the dark lustre of this beautiful wood, 
the walls were finished in a dark 
cream or buff tint, plastic paint being 
used to give a pleasing, uneven surface. 
Walls are adorned by four large hand- 
painted photographs of unusual views. 
Floors are covered with rubber tiling 
in-block design, the color of the alter- 
nating squares being cream and black 
streaked with gold. A faint tint of 
blue was -chosen for the - heavily- 
beamed ceiling. 

The main part of the office is de- 
voted to a lobby occupied by the 
counter, ‘Here, also, are found a 
writing desk with Southern Pacific 
crested stationery, five restful arm 
chairs, folder racks, and other equip- 
ment for the convenience of patrons, 
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A large guest table has also been pro- 
vided, where the ticket men may sit 
down with the customer in semi- 
seclusion to discuss trips, plan itiner- 
aries, and conduct similar business. 

A clever innovation noticed in the 
new office is that each man has been 
provided with a new fountain pen 
desk set. Each set has a black base 
on which a brass plate bearing the 
name of the individual has been 
mounted. Thus they serve a duel 
purpose in displacing the customary 
‘wooden or metal name plate and in 
placing a splendid pen at the service 
of the customer when needed. 

Large plate glass windows, extend- 
ing from about a foot above the side- 
walk to the ceiling on the Washing- 
ton and Sixth. Street sides of the 
office, make the new quarters one of 
the best Hghted and most airy in the 
eity. The office is also unusually well 
lighted at night by eight large hang- 
ing fixtures and two wall. bracket 
lights in modernistie designs, 

Window space has been capitalized 
for advertising by erection of black 
walnut paneling several feet high, set 
back from the windows. On_ this 
paneling space has been provided for 
nine 23x82 art posters and eight regu- 
lay Southern Pacific posters. These 
can be placed from the rear. Atten- 
tion is focused on them at night by 
means of an indirect lighting system 


- in the window. 


Four large Southern Pacifie medal- 
lions have been placed on the win- 
dows with the words, “Ticket Office” 
beneath each, and a feature of the ex- 
terior is two large neon signs which 
run the full length and depth of the 
office on the Washington and Sixth 
Street sides,

of his work propérly has a place in 
this story, which is concerned pri- 
marily with the rail. lines that are 
now 2 part of Southern Pacific.. The 
affairs of Villard’s various enterprises 
dove-tailed in such a manner that it 
is necessary to have a brief picture of 
his combined projects in order to un- 
derstand his position in relation to 
any one of the several companies. 
South from St. Joseph, a fifty-mile 
extension. of the old West Side road 
was completed to Corvallis in Janu- 
ary, 1880. Also during that year a 
_twelve-mile line was: built between 
Albany and Lebanon. It was not until 
June, 1881, that work: was resumed on 
the main line of the Oregon & Cali- 
fornia south from Roseburg and the 
road extended 143 miles to Ashland. 
These three pieces of construction, 
totaling about 205 miles, constituted 
the whole of Villard’s additions to the 
rail properties that later came under 
the control of Southern: Pacific. But 
during those years he was engaged in 
other undertakings, the. magnitude 
and audacity of which startled the 
financial world. 
In“taking over ‘supervision of the 
three ‘transportation companies, Vil- 
Jard faced a problem in finance that 
was anything but encouraging. The 
European capitalists whom he repre- 
sented had already :placed millions of 
dollars in the Oregon-enterprises and 
were reluctant to go-further in’ ad- 
vane Yet .additional ‘investments 
were. necessary :to develop the -prop- 
erties to:a point of profitable produc--- 
tivity, and ‘the fact that he attained a 
huge ‘measure of ‘success, although a 
calamitous: reaction :marred a.“ com-

road companies, was to strengthen 
the ‘position of the steamship com- 
pany, which was enjoying lucrative 
ocean. traffic between Portland and 
San Francisco, The small steamers 
were fast becoming obsolete and were 
wholly inadequate to properly take 
eare of the business, a condition which 
invited competition. To forestall such 
an event, Villard purchased three 
large steamers, which were placed in 
service during 1876-77-78. A fourth 
steamer, the “Columbia,” which. was 
the first steamship to be illuminated 
by electricity, was built during 1879- 
80. In the meantime, however, oppo- 
sition steamers made their appear- 
ance. The bondholders’ committee, 
which had never shared Villard’s en- 
thusiasm for the steamship enter- 
prise, was much alarmed. As a result, 
the steamship property was taken 
over by Villard and a group of his 
New York friends and the Oregon & 
California bondholders were released 
from any further obligations to the 
Oregon Steamship Company. 
Villard’s Master Stroke 


Shortly afterwards, Villard turned 
his attention toward acquiring the in- 
terests of the Oregon Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, which operated a large 
fleet of steamboats on the Columbia, 
Willamette and Snake rivers, with 
almost a monopoly of transportation 
in eastern Oregon and Washington; 
and to the possibility of building a. 
railroad on the left bank of the 
Columbia River east from Portland

Columbia River. The profitable ocean 
and river shipping of the new Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company, to- 
gether with the fact that its projected 
rail line on the south side of the 
Columbia would command one of the 
most logical gateways to Portland 
from the east, put Villard in a stra- 
tegical position to bargain with the 
Union Pacific and Northern Pacific, 
The Union Pacifie’s response was to 
begin construction on the Oregon 
Short Line, while the Northern Pa- 
cific apparently proposed to coldly 
ignore the newcomer. There was still 
open the route along the north side 
of the river over which the latter 
company had long considered build- 
ing. In order to block this move and 
to insure a satisfactory construction 
program, Villard, ere long, with the 
aid of his stockholder friends, pro- 
ceeded to quietly purchase sufficient 
capital stock to give him a controlling 
interest in the Northern Pacific. 


The “Blind Pool” 

This was largely accomplished 
through the medium of his famous 
“blind pool” by which he obtained the 
use of several millions of dollars 
without divulging for what purpose 
he intended to use the money. He 
sent an invitation to his supporters 
in February, 1881, asking for an ini- 
tial subscription of $8,000,000 for pur- 
poses he would presently disclose. 
Such confidence was felt in his ability 
that there was an immediate over- 
subscription. With this money Villard 
went into the stock market and, by 
judicious purchases, acquired suf- 
ficient Northern Pacific stock to dic- 
tate the policy of the company. In 
September that year he was elected 
president.of the Northern Pacific, with 
a new -board of directors committed 
to his program, 

The Oregon “improvement ...Com- 
pany, which. engaged in Pacific. Coast 
shipping and..in developing the 
natural vresources of the state. of 
Washington, was organized by Villard 
in. October,::-1880. The. company 
proved very. profitable and helped :to 
enhance ‘his ‘standing as a promoter.

Also, in June, 1881, he organized the 
Oregon & Transcontinental Company 
to handle the finances growing out of 
the “blind pool” operations, and as a 
sort of holding company for the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation, Northern 
Pacific and Oregon & California com- 
panies. 
First Transcontinental 

In the meantime, the 0, R. & N. 
was building along the Columbia 
River east of Portland, and on No- 
vember 20, 1882, the line was com- 
pleted and opened for traffic between 
Portland and Wallula, 214 miles. 
The Northern Pacific, building east 
from Walla Walla and west from Bis- 
marek, North Dakota, joined their 
yails in western Montana on August 
22, 1888, and-on the 8th of the fol- 
lowing month Villard formally cele- 
brated the completion of the Northern 
Pacific, when the ceremonial “last 
spike” was driven at Gold Creek, 
Montana, in the presence of several 
hundred business magnates and polit- 
ical dignitaries of this country and 
Europe, who traveled in four special 
trains from the East and one ‘from 
Oregon as the guests of the enter- 
prising German. The following year 
the Oregon Short Line of the Union 
Pacific joined the O. R. & N. at Hunt- 
ington, Ore., and on December 1, 
1884, Portland was given its second 
transcontinental railroad, the Villard 
line being used by. traing on both the 
Union and Northern Pacific -com- 
panies. 

Almost: a‘ year: before the latter 
date, however, Villard suffered a re- 
versal in his .plans.: Construction 
costs of the Northern Pacific far ex- 
ceeded the original estimates and slow. 
development of traffic. affected ‘the ex- 
pected earnings. .

the directorship of the Northern ‘Pa- 
cifie and- of resuming a position of 
prominence in railroad affairs. 

With this insight into Villard’s 
wide range of activities, we return to 
his more direct connection with lines 
of the Oregon & California and Ore- 
gon Central companies. 

Realizing that neither road could 
be operated profitably until through 
connections were made, Villard had 
endeavored to interest the bond- 
holders’ committee in extending the 
Oregon Central from St. Joseph to 
Junction City on the main line of the 
Oregon & California, and in con- 
tinuing construction of the latter road 
from Roseburg to a connection at the 
southern state boundary, with the 
California line building up the Sacra- 
mento Valley. It was not until after 
prospects appeared good for the dis- 


- posal of their interests in the steam- 


ship company that the bondholders 
felt encouraged to consider further 
railroad building. Also, they were 
spurred to action by the construction 
of a thirty-mile competitive narrow 
gauge road between Dayton and 
Sheridan, completed during 1878. 
Road to Corvallis 

Koehler, who as vice president was 
the local-manager of the Oregon & 
California interests, was summoned 
to Germany to talk the matter over, 
and, on September 30,1878, the bond- 
holders authorized the committee to 
provide the funds with which to build 
a Hne from St. Joseph, by way of 
McMinnville, to Corvallis,’ Work 
started in March, 1879, and was ‘ear- 
ried out under a separate corporation, 
the Western. Oregon ‘Railroad Com- 
pany.

The twelve-mile line from Albany 
to Lebanon was built between July 
and October, 1880, in the name of the 
Albany and Lebanon Railroad Com- 
pany. Its construction provided 
shipping facilities for a rapidly de- 
veloping agricultural district. An- 
other extension from the main line 
was projected from Salem to Silver- 
ton, but this was abandoned when 
the rival narrow gauge road built 
into the section. 

“Big Four” Approached 

Early in 1876 Villard had talked 
over with Collis P. Huntington and 
other officers of the Central Pacific a 
proposition whereby the latter com- 
pany should purchase the Oregon & 
California and complete the road be- 
tween the two states. But the Cali- 
fornia railroad builders were then in- 
terested with P. J. Pengra in the 
building of a line, previously de- 
seribed in this story, from Winne- 
mucea, Nev., over the Cascade Moun- 
tains into the Willamette Valley.‘# 
Then, as another means of assisting 
the Oregon & California, Villard pro- 
posed in 1879 that his newly organ- 
ized Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company take over all the railroad 
properties in western Oregon. The 
bondholders appointed a committee 
to investigate the proposition, but, on 
Jearning that Wm. Reid had suc- 
ceeded in getting Scotch capital to 
aid in building narrow gauge lines in 
the Willamette Valley (a phase of 
Oregon’s railroad history that will be 
told in ‘another chapter), Villard con- 
sidered it too risky for the O. R..& N.

California. He then resigned as presi- 
dent of the latter company, contend- 
ing that it-was improper for him. to 
also -be president of the:0.

This situation ‘did not last “long. 
During October, 1880, ‘the bondholders 
decided to merge the Oregon Central 
and the Western’ Oregon companies 
with the Oregon &-California, and ‘to 
effect a financial reorganization which 
would enable the ‘continuance .of con- 
struction south of ‘Roseburg. . Details 
of the new finance plan were. ap- 
proved on May 7, 1881, and Villard 
was returned to the presidency of the 
company.*a 

With'the funds ‘obtained, work was 
resumed on the Oregon & California, 
after: a lapse of more than eight 
years. Surveying parties were put in 
the field, and .grading and track- 
laying was pushed forward as condi- 
tions would permit. On August 14, 
1882, the road was opened for traffic 
to Myrtle Creek. Six more miles 
were added by September 24, bring- 
ing the line to Riddle, and, as the 
year came to a close, the rails were 
approaching Glendale. 

Construction in the mountains was 
very expensive, involving much heavy 
grading, tunneling, and the building 


Nore Sa—A new general mortgage on all 
lines was created, under which 6 per cent 
bonds were issued at the rate of $20,000 per 
mile on the toad completed and to be built.

Grading 
had been continued for several miles 
further, and the Siskiyou tunnels on 
the then adopted route were partially 
completed when Villard’s enterprises 
failed. Construction under his man- 
agement stopped in August, 1884, 
when his connection with the Oregon 
& California Company came to an 
end. 
Koehler as Receiver 

The Oregon & Transcontinental 
operated the road under its lease until 
June 80, 1884, when the lease was 
canceled and possession of the prop- 
erty reverted to the Oregon & Cali- 
fornia. The bondholders undertook to 
have the extension built to the state 
line and, on October 22, 1884, bids 
for construction were opened in Lon- 
don, but, before any definite action 
was taken, the company defaulted in 
its interest payments. Suit was in- 
stituted by one of the bondholders, 
and, on January 19, 1885, Richard 
Koehler was appointed receiver of the 
properties by the district court."

Question: 

have been advised by several of 

my friends who claim to have had 
stomach ulcers and have cured them- 
selves with certain patent medicines 
so that they are not now troubled at 
all and can eat anything they desire 
with no after effects. 

I am asking your advice on this 
question before attempting any quick 
cures, as they are sometimes more 
harmful than helpful. 

Answer: 

Many of the preparations claimed 
to be cures are of no value whatever 
in the treatment of ulcer. If it were 
possible to cure as severe a trouble 
as gastric or duodenal ulcer by any 
such simple means as that, you can 
readily understand that it would not 
pay us to spend the large sums that 
we have to give our people the benefit 
of the best known treatment of the 
disease, 

Like any other ulcer, healing is 
very slow and ulcers occur at the site 
of unhealthy tissue and are made 
worse by bad diet and bad habits of 
eating. There are certain people who 
have a tendency to have weers and 
these people are obliged to be particu- 
larly careful of. their diets. 

We learn a good many things as 
the result of vast experience, among 
them that smoking is bad for ulcer 
cases and that the chewing of tobacco 
is absolutely pernicious. The diet 
which we give such cases is based on 
known laws and there is no short cut 
to the cure of ulcer, even by surgery. 
We are obliged to operate on cases 
where hemorrhage is severe or con- 
tinuous or perforation is threatened 
and where the ulcer is located so near 
the outlet of the stomach that it ob- 
structs the passage of food. 

I wish to commend you for your 
very sensible point of view in writing 
us for accurate information instead 
of accepting as facts such statement 
as are made by people who treat 
themselves with patent -medicines 
without ever knowing what is wrong 
with them, 

Question: 
INDLY tell me what you think of 
a bitter taste in. mouth, dizziness 
and chilling spells. The first ‘two 
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named ‘are constant, ‘have’ been for 
one month. Also, food seems to fer- 


seven or eight hours after meals, 
sometimes until the following “morn- 
ing. ‘I.sleep well, but have ‘little ap- 
petite. Have lost four pounds in ‘last 
few weeks. 1 suffered :a ‘most acute 


case of poisoning over a month-:ago— --. 


“Fit” (used for killing flies) “and 
chicken dressing too rich with grease 
and seasoning. Up to that:time I 
felt finé. What can I do to wear this 
condition off? The. intestines . are 
sluggish and at times feel sore. I 
also have gas, but no pain in- stomach, 
and a bad breath. I eat very little, 
as the bitter taste seems less pro- 
nounced when I am not too full, No 
headaches, Had X-ray of stomach, 
which showed excessive gas. 

Answer: 

A ease of poisoning such as you 
describe will no doubt be followed by 
a general intestinal up-set. This, to- 
gether with chronic constipation such 
as you have described, would be pro- 
longed over a long period of time 
unless something is done. Diet is 
very important, especially guarding 
against fried, greasy, fatty or highly- 
seasoned foods, chewing your food 
well at all times and eating slowly. 
My advice to you would be to place 
yourself under the care of a reputable 
physician in order that he may have 
supervision of your case until you are 
entirely well. 


Question: 

Y husband is an employe of the 

Southern Pacific Company. We 
have a boy who has been ill almost 
since birth. His constant medical care 
has taken all our savings and at 
present he is badly in need of the 
sunlight treatments by the doctor's 
order. We are unable to get them at 
the rates in this town. They are 
given in the hospital here where S. P. 
employes are given service. Will it 
be possible for our boy to get treat- 
ments there at a reduction or should 
I take this up with the Hospital? 


Answer: 

As to your receiving sunlight treat- 
ments at a reduction, J.am very sorry 
to say that this would be. impossible, 
as we are unable to give treatment to 
the families of the employes: 

Direct rays of the sun in most cases 
answer the same purpose as artificial 
sun rays. I would suggest that you 
arrange to give him .sun baths’ at 
your home when the weather permits

Chief Clerk-Philatelist 


HERE’S no use talking, our early 

environment has a lot to do with 
what we become in later years. If it 
were not for the associates of his 
adolescent days, the chances are that 
E. C. Schalk, chief clerk to the agent 
at Stockton, would never have made 
a hobby of stamp collecting; but as 
things turned out, it is the one avo- 
cation that engrosses all of his spare 
time today. : 

As a youngster, Schalk chummed 
around with the son of an English 
army officer, whose correspondents 
seemed to live all over the world. 
The wide variety and difference in the 
pestage stamps first caught his eye 
and then engaged his interest, He 
started to save the funny looking 
stamps, and he has been collecting 
them ever since. 

At first his collection included any 
kind of a stamp so long as it had 
something interesting about it, but, as 
he became better informed on- the 
subject, the scope of his activities 
narrowed, until today he is specializ- 
ing in United States postage and 
revenue stamps, stamped envelopes 
and cancellations. Among his collec-. 
tion are -private. revenue stamps is- 
sued during the Civil War, covering 
matches and medicines. These stamps 
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are comparatively rare and 
quite valuable. 

Paradoxical as it sotnds, 
Schalk’s collection goes back to 
the time before this country had 
any stamps. He has a very in- 
teresting collection of old let- 
ters, mailed before the United 
States began to issue postage 
stamps. On these letters the 
postage was paid by the sender 
in cash, and the amount of 
postage collected was endorsed 
on the envelopes by the post- 
master by means of a erude die, 
apparently cut on the end of a 
piece of cork, These envelopes 
also served as writing paper: 
that is, the letter was written. 
on one side of the paper, the 
paper then folded with the writ- 
ing inside, the folds seated, and 
the address written on the out- 
side. Not the least interesting 
thing about these old letters is 
the writing iself The quaint, 
formal phraseology, the subject 
matter and the penmanship all 
speak eloquently of the manners 
and modes of early American days, 
known to most of us only through 
schoolbook histories, 


Foreman-Musician 


F, as Shakespeare suggests, “music 

is the food of love,” then to all our 
lovelorn lads and lassies we would 
heartily recommend J. E,.Weida, ma- 
chine shop foreman at Sacramento, 
as caterer extraordinary. Outside of 
his work, music is the absorbing pas- 
sion of his life, and he has made an 
indelible impression upon the musical 
life of Sacramento, 


Weida has had a liberal musi- 
eal education and a more than 
Hberal ‘experience in musical 
organizations, ranging .all the 
way from playing in a circus 
band, through vaudeville and - 
concert, to opera, At the Dana 
Institute and the Thayer School *; 
of Musie of Canton, Ohio, :he 
mastered the rudiments. of :the 
art, advancing to ‘harmony, 
figured bass, -counterpoint ..and 
instrumentation; at ‘the:.same 
time perfecting ‘himself in -per- 
formance ‘upon ‘practically...all 
wind instruments, “both: -brass 
and wood. -He ‘spent three ‘years 
studying in Germany, «where ‘he: : 
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acquired -a ‘knowledge of string in- 
struments under Herr Ewald Sontum 
of Cologne, 

In 1905 Weida entered the service 
of the Company and much of the time 
since has lived in Sacramento, 
where he has been continuously in 
demand in musical circles. . In 1916 
he organized an employes’ brass band 
numbering 52 pieces, and also. created 
a glee club of 48 voices. At one time 
a minstrel club of 98 men won wide 
recognition under his able leadership, 
and gave performances at Sacra- 
mento and many outside points, in- 
cluding Marysville, Chieo, Woodland, 
Lodi and Stockton. At the time of 
the World War these organizations 
were discontinued, but about two 
months ago Weida began the re- 
organization of the glee club, which 
already numbers thirty voices and 
has made one or two public appear- 
ances, 

In addition to his employe activi- 
ties, Weida is also director of the 
chorus choir of the First Christian 
Church of Sacramento, .and for over 
two years has been director of the 
Shrine Chanters, 

Mr. Weida is married and has two 
daughters and one son, all of whom, 
including Mrs. Weida, are musical.
